The "Daily Worker" edition of February 2, 1951* on 
page 8, column 4, contained an article which states that Julian 
Mayfield was one of a group of actors who collected money to 
send representatives to Washington, DC, to mourn four members of 
the "Martinsville Seven", who had been executed in Virginia. 

The "Martinsville Seven" we re seven Negro men, who were 
convicted of the crime of rape in Martinsville, Virginia, 
and who were sentenced to death and executed in 
February, 1951. 

New York T-9 and New York T-ll, both of whom have 
furnished reliable Information in the past, advised in 
1951* that the Communist Party, the CRC, and the 
Communist Press gave considerable publicity to this 
case in their efforts to free the "Martinsville Seven". 

New York Council of. the Arts, Sciences and Professions (NYCASP) 

New York T-12, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on January 30, 1952, that an address by 
Julian Mayfield, Actor, was made and sent out by the NYCASP. 

NeW York T -6, previously mentioned, advised In May, 

1953* that the NYCASP, is a chapter of the National 
Council of the Arts, Sciences and Professions ((UCASP). 
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A characterization of the NCASP appears in the 

Appendix Section of this memorandum. 

The January, 1955, volume I, number 4 issue of "The 
Contemporary Reader”, as published by the Contemporary Reader, 
Incorporated, 35 West 64th Street, New York, New York, under 
the auspices of The Writing and Publishing Division of the NYCASP, 
on the last three pages of the issue contained a list of 
contributors to the first four issues of this publication. The 
list contained the name of the contributor, the name of the 
literary attribution and the location of the contribution in its 
issues cf volume I of ”The Contemporary Reader”. On this list 
appeared the following information: "Mayfield, Julian, 417 (one 
act play) issue four, page 105". 

Appeal For Willie Mc Gee 

reliable 

New York T-13, who is in a position to furnish /informa- 
tion concerning Julian Mayfield, advised on May 6, 1951* that 
Julian Mayfield signed an appeal urging individuals of the 
theatre to meet on March 5, 1951* to determine how they could 
best effect the freedom cf Willie McGee. 

Wille McGee, a Negro male of Laurel, Mississippi, 
was convicted for the crime of rape and was later 
executed. 

New York T-l4, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised in 1951, that various CP front 
organizations were active in the attempt to appeal and 
prevent Willie McGee's conviction. 

Fair Play For Cuba Commi t tee 

The "New York Times" newspaper. Late City Edition, 
April 6, I960, contains an advertisement "What is R e ally 
Happening In Cuba?" by the Fair Flay For Cuba Committee, Box 
T24, New York, New York, which contradicts numerous statements 
made in the United States newspapers regarding Castro. This 
advertisement, which defends Fidel Castro, Prime Minister of 
Cuba, and the Cuban Revolution! sta,reflects a list of sponsors 
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including Julian Mayfield. 

A characterization of the Fair Play For Cuba 
Committee appears in the Appendix Section of 
this memorandum. 

Afro-American Alliance For Action 

On July 10, 1961, New York T-15, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that an unknown 
Negro organization planned to hold a meeting that night at 
310 Lenox Avenue, New York City. According to the informant, . 
one of the speakers at this meeting was to be Julian Mayfield, 
There was to be a collection taken up at this meeting and the 
money would be designated to buy weapons for the Militant Anti- 
Segregationist in the South. 

On July 11, 1961, New York T-15 advised that the 
meeting held on the evening of July 10, 1961, was under the 
name of Afro-American Alliance For Action. The source indicated 
that this name was utilized for the purpose of this meeting, 
as he had never heard of it before and observed several people 
there, whom he believed connected with the On Guard Committee 
for Freedom Group. 

This source advised that one of the other speakers 
discussed the problems Robert Williams was having in Monroe, 
North Carolina, in attempting to integrate a municipal swimming 
pool in Monroe, as well as William's trouble with the Ku Klux 
Klan (KKK). 

The KKK has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 

On July 11, 1961, New York T-lo, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that Julian Mayfield, 
a Negro writer, was one of the principal speakers at the above 
mentioned meeting. According to this source, Mayfield indicated 
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that he had stayed with Williams in Monroe, North Carolina, 
and that because of the attitude of the KKK towards Williams, 
it was necessary to place armed guards around the latt'er’s home 
during the night. Mayfield also told about incidents surrounding 
Williams attempt to organize a "wade in" of Negroes at the 
municipal swimming pool in Monroe, and how authorities closed 
the pool in anticipation of this move, and how Williams car 
was purposely side-swiped on the day Williams attempted to drive 
to the pool to investigate the closing. 

A characterization of the On Guard Committee for 
Freedom appears in the Appendix Section of this 
memorandum. 

Miscellaneous Information 


The "Daily Worker” edition of February 9 j 1953 > page 
6, column 2, under the heading "What's On" contained information 
to the effect that Julian Mayfield was to direct the play, 

"The Big Deal"' or "Fund Raising". The term "Fund Raising" was 
not further identified or described. 

Records of the Bureau of Special Services, New York 
City Police Department, New York, Now York, checked during June, 
1954, contained the information that the name and address of 
Julian Mayfield, 69 West 99th Street, New York, New York, 
appeared as a witness on a Peoples Rights Party Nominating 
Petition for George Blake Charney, candidate for District 
Attorney, New York County in 1953. 

During his campaign for election as District 
Attorney of Now York County in the November 3 , 

1953 , New York Election, George Blake Charney 
publicaliy stated on radio and television that 
he was trade union secretary of the New York 
State CP, and was recently convicted for 
violation of the Smith Act of 1940. Charney 
stated he was the only candidate of the 
Peoples Rights Party during the election. 
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New York T-17* who lias furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on May 29 * 1957 * that GEORGE 
BLAKE CHARNEY was the Executive Secretary of the 
New York State CP as of that date. 

The "Daily Worker" edition of May 29* 1953 on page 7 * 
column 1, contained an article which stated that Julian 
Mayfield wa3 a speaker at a rally called in the defense of 
V. J. Jerome. 

Victor Jeremy Jerome was one of the CP leaders 
convicted in the United States District Court, 
Southern District of New York, on January 21, 

1953 * for violation of the Smith Act of 19^0. 

He was subsequently incarcerated in Federal 
Penitentiary, Lewisburg, Pennsylvania. He 
was released from prison on May 17* 1957 * 
on conditional release, to June 28, 1257* 
at which time, the sentence for violation of 
the Smith Act of 19^0, was completed. 

New York T-o, previously mentioned, advised on 
May 28, 1958* that Victor Jeremy Jerome had 
stated he would be asked to serve on a sub- 
committee of the CP National Committee. 

New York T-l8, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, on June 16, 1958, furnished information 
which reflected that Comrade V.J. Jerome was made 
Secretary of the sub -commit tee to work with the 
National Commission for Jewish Work, CP, USA. 

Records of the Bureau of Special Services, previously 
mentioned, also contained a record that Julian Mayfield 
participated in a rally "A Salute to Paul Robeson", held at 
the Renaissance Casino, 138th Street and 7th Avenue, New York, 
New York, on May 27* 195^+. 
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New York T-19* who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised in June, 1950, that Paul Robeson 
wa3 known to him as a concealed Communist in the years 
prior to 1945.

A confidential source advised on January 31 * 1959* that 
the MPIPR was formed at a meeting of former leaders of the PARTIDO 
INDEPENDENT! ST A PUERTO RRIQUENO (independence Party of Puerto Rico) 
(PIP), a locally constituted political party, in Mayaguez, Puerto 
Rico, on January 11, 1959* as a result of discussions by various 
PIP members who were dissatisified with the PIP and who desired to 
form a more active organization. The announced purpose of the 
MPIPR was to work for the complete independence of Puerto Rico 
through propaganda and other peaceful means. The source advised 
that no information had come to his attention indicating that the 
MPIPR advocated the use of violence as a means of obtaining 
independence for Puerto Rico. 

According to public statements, the MPIPR Is a non- 
partisan organisation which will accept into membership any indivi- 
dual who. believes in independence for Puerto Rico, regardless of 
the group or party with which he is affiliated, and will accept as 
an affiliate any pro-Independence organization which agrees to 
abide by the MPIPR Declaration of Principles. 

The MPIPR General Secretariat and the MPIPR 
Directive Mission are composed of leaders of the independence 
movement in Puerto Rico and include leaders of other independence- 
seeking organizations, including the Nationalist Party of Puerto 
Rico (NPPR). 

The NPPR has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC 
in New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 
1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH Identified himself as one 
of the organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH 
identified ROBERT TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC 
and said TABER drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisement. 
Dr. SANTOS-BUCH further testified that he and TABER obtained 
$3 >500 from the Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 
collected from supporters of the FPCC, paid for the cost 
of aforementioned advertisement in "The New York Times." 

On October 3, i960, a source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become 
active in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent 
FPCC election, had been able to remove several Communist 
Party members who were on the Executive Board of the FPCC 
and gain control of the organization. This source asserted 
that the SWP members believed that they had achieved a 
great influence in the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC. 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised 
that PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and 
member of the National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly 
stated recently that the FPCC had been captured by the 
Trotskyites, but that the CP had not given up in the FPCC. 

The SWP and the CP, USA, have been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 
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O N GUARD COMMITTEE FOR FREEDOM {OGCFF ) 

A confidential source advised on February 15, 1961, 
that the "On Guard Committee for Freedom" (OGCFF) wa3 formed 
on February 14, 1961, in the Harlem section of New York City. 

Its purpose was to avenge the death of PATRICE LUMUMBA and 
the fathers and mothers of slaves killed in the past. 

"The New York Times", issue of March 1, 1961, on 
page twenty-five, commented that CALVIN L. HICKS, a newspaper 
writer, who is editor of a six-page newspaper, is associated 
with the OGCFF. The tabloid edited by him has favored the 
LUMUMBA and CASTRO regimes and has called on President KENNEDY 
to aid "Afro-American" families in Tennessee while asserting 
the U.S. was subsidizing Cubans in Florida. 

A second confide ntial source on F ebruary 29, 1956, h6 
furnished information that I ~1 wa3 at that time a b7c 

member of a Communist Party cell in Boston, Massachusetts. 

The Communist Party has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

The May, 1961 edition of "On Guard," official organ 
of the OGCFF, on page two, stated that the purpose of the OGCFF 
was "to act as an educational and action organisation. To 
Inspire our people to united mass action on Issues affecting 
their rights and opportunities. To expose those agents and 
agencies representative of government who violate those 
principles and documents upon which this country was founded." 
The above editorial contained in part, "In order to implement 
the above-mentioned principles, OGCFF shall advocate and make 
use of the picket line, the boycott, the petition forums and 
maBS circulation of *0n Guard*, our monthly newspaper."
